Kaflir Corn in “'IOO County.

In response to & request made some
time since by Tur CaroxicLe for an ex-
perience in raising Kaffir corn by eome
farmer, Mr. J. C. Wheeler of Hood
River larnishes us the following, which

will be read with. interest by all those
having an interest in the production of
this valoable cereal. Mr. 8. L. Brooks
of this city has ordered and proposes to
plant three bushels ol seed in Sherman
connty the coming sengon :

Epiror Canoxioue (—Refernng to
vour request thiat parties baving knowl-
edge of the adaptibility of Kaffir corn to
Waeeo county climate, I wiil state that
in the spring of 1895 I sent to Lawrence,
Kangas, for ten kinds of forage plant
seeds, incluking red and white Kaflir
corn, vellow and white Milo maize,
Jernzalem corn. brown Doorrha corn,
Amber and African sorghum and two
kinds of millat. I planted one-tenth of
an acre of each kind on May 11th. All
was slow to germinate, but fnoally
gtarted fairly well. The yellow Milo
maize outgrew everything, produs-
ing large hills seven feet high. The
Jeroealem corn a good second; them
Darrha corn. The white Milo maize,
and Kaffir corn grew about four
feet high. Tt did not head out. A part
of all was fertilized at the rateof tem
loads of stable manure to the acre.
One-third of each kind was irrigated.
All was well coltivated and hoed. The
Millet ghowed the effects of waler by
increased growth the most; the yellow
Milo maize the least. It grew six feet
high without irmgation. So far as one
experiment goes, yellow Milo maize is

fodder. The Jerusslem and Dourrhs
corns were the only kinds that perfected
| their seed before the frost of Sept. 20th.
Perhaps T onght to udd that my friends
livingen heavier soil do not consider
my soil a8 good as theire and that we
cleared off the pine just ahead of the
plow. 1 have no seed to sell.
